CROP  IITSURAECS  3ILL  INCLUDES  NEW  CROPS 
Congress  has  passed  a  crop  insurance  bill  which  authorizes  insurance  on 
wheat,  cotton,  and  flax  beginning  in  1945;  however,  whether  any  crop  can  bo 
insured  next  year  is  still  a  question* 

Besides  adding  flax  to  the  list  of  insurable  crop,  the  new  bill  author- 
izes trial  insurance  on  corn  and  tobacco  next  year*    As  many  as  three  addition 
al  crops  may  be  added  each  year  thereafter* 

Insurance  for  wheat,  cotton,  and  flax  is  limited  to  75  per  cent  of  the 
average  yield  on  the  insured  farm*     The  sane  basis  may  be  used  for  trial  in- 
surance, or  the  insurance  may  be  based  on  not  more  than  75  per  cent  of  the 
investment  in  the  crop*  ' 

TAKE  CAHE  OF  THAT  TRUCK 
Because  there  will  probably  be  few  new  trucks  for  civilians  in  19454  the 
Office  of  Defense  Transportation  is  urging  truck  owners  to  use  the  slack  hauli 
period  to  prepare  their  trucks  for  the  busy  season  next  spring* 

ODT  suggests  that  truck  operators  take  the  following  steps  immediately: 
1*    Take  the  truck  to  a  garage  to  determine  what  is  needed  to  put  the 

truok  in  first-class  condition* 
2*    If  the  garage  doesn't  have  the  required  parts  and  ean't  obtain  them 
through  normal  trade  channels,  request  the  garageman  to  write  the 
maintenance  specialist  of  ODT  in  Albuquerque,  who  will  immediately 
put  the  parts-hunting  service  to  work*    If  the  parts' are  a/ailable, 
the  maintenance  specialist  can  usually  locate  them  in  a  few  days, 
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3.    Practice  preventive  ma intonance ,  cleaning  and  lubricating  regularly, 
testing,  adjusting,  and  tightening  all  parts  of  the  running  gear  in 
order  to  prevent ■ failure  and  wear*

in  their  continuing  fight  against  infestations  of  Johnson  grass.    When  Johnson 
grass  invaded  an  eight-acre  field  on  the  farm  of  E,  YU  Collins,  he  converted 
the  field  from  regular  cropland  to  permanent  pasture.    Nov/  thick  with  bromegrass 
and  sweet  clover,  tho  pasture  promises  to  supply  abundant  grazing* 

Other  farmers  are  standing  by.    If  the  bromegrass  wins  the  fight,  they 
plan  to  get  rid  of  Johnson  grass  the'  same  way,  with  a  saving  of  labor  and  no 
loss  of  income  from  the  land.
